LAST NIGHT'S DESPATCHES,

TERRIFIC FIGHTING — FRENCH VALOE—MAC-
MAHON STUBBOBRNLY RESISIS, BUT I8 FORCED
BAUK—ANOTHLER BATTLE NEAR BEDAN—sE-
KIOUS ILLNESS OF THE EMPEROR,

Panis, Sept. 1.

Le Publigue says the government has re-
ceived no ofiicial dispatches to-day, in con-
scquence of the cessation ol telographic com-
mwunication between Sedan and Mezieres; but
it is certain that battles were fought on Tnes-
day and Wednesday. The first was a sur-,
yrise, which resulted in a partial panic in the
corps d’armee of Geuneral Failly, who was
awaiting the arrival of Geusral Wimpfler, his
guccessor, and was still commanding.

There were also separate and detached con.
flicts, in which our troops displayed great he-
roism, but there was a wan! of unity during
the engagement, and the Prussians claim a
victory; but in the battls of yesterday there s
no question but that McMahon had great sue-
cess against the troops of both Princes, Bazaine
was not engaged yesterday, but it is known
that he to-day continues the work so energeti-
cally begun by McMahon. The corps Vinoy,
which a few days ago passed theough Paris,
reached the battle-ficld yestevday, and is
donbtless fighting now,

The Prussians as they advance roquire the
people to give up their arms, keep the doors
of their houses unfasteaed, windows uncur-
tained and shutters open. The Gerwans speak
well of the roads over which they march, for
the perfect condition in which they are found.

The Patrie says, semi-ofiicially: “The mis-
represenfations of foreizn under
Prussian influence render it necessary to
make a clear statement of the facts as to re-
cent military events. Marshal MeMahon, in
carrying out his movemeuts, has had several
engagements with the enemy, in all of which
he bas been successful, JTle efdected a cross-
ing of the Meuse safely, and nt Longwy we
gained a victory, Tie Prussisns, defeated

" after a desperate struggle, took refuge in the

territory of Luxemburg, and there they are

to be disarmed and obliged (o remain. This
information, which has jast been received,
comes from no less a source than that of the

French representative at Luxembnrg.” The

Patrie adds: “It is plain, from the situation

of Loungwy, Thionville and Metz, that the

plans of ZdcMabon bave so far been success-
fully exesuted,”

La Liberte reports that McMahon has to-
day totally defiated the loft wing and centre
of the Prussians; that their losses were enor-
mous, and that only the right wing was able
to retreat in comparatively good order.

The Alsatians, at present in Paris, protest
against the eruelties of which Strasburg is the
glorious victim; to pour red hot shot and pet
trolenm bombs into a city of 100,000 inhabi-
tants; to burn private property; destroy
cathedrals, libraries and mnscams; refuse to
allow women and children to leave, and to
torce men to work in open ditches against

their own countrymen, are hateful viola-
tions ol the laws of war, which must
be dencunced to the indignation of

the civilized world, and we ask the Corps
Legislatif to decree that Strasburg has de-
served well of the country, and to pronounce
with power, on the urgency of sending as-
sistance into Alsace to prevent the ruoin and
surrender of the strong place which constitutes
the principal rampart of France.

Pamis, Sept. 1.—[Special to New York
Times.]—The filibuster sensation story pub-
lished in the Figoro yesterday has been tracod
to American agents of Prussia in Paris.

The commander at Strasburg has published
the determination of the people to burn the
city ratiier than to surrender. The Prussians
have refused the appeal lately made by the

‘ citizens to spare the dwelling part of the city

on the ground that it would thus defer the
surrender. The same object dictated their
refusal to permit the departure of the women
and children. General Motterouge, who dis-
tingnished himselr in the Crimea and in Italy,
has been appointed to the command of the
Parisian National Guard, in place of General
Traumarre. There are complaints of the delay
in the expulsion of the Germans. Advices
from the Levant represent that the French are
vilified and assailed by the Germans.

The combined movements of Bazaine and
MeMahon have been most suceessful, and their
strategic plans have been well devised,
promptly executed, and directed to all the
weak points of the enemy. The victory sf the
French at Courcelles was important, as main-
taining prestige against numbers. Confidence
is entirely restored and a siege ridicaled. A
digpateh received to-day from a correspondent
of the New York Times, on the Prussian side,
represent discouragement as on the increase;
the cry “To Paris” is daily becoming fainter,
and death from exposure and digease is making
fearful havoe in the Prussian ranks.

Paris, Sept, 1, evening.—[Special to New

“However devoted Judge Keglley and his
chosen orgim may be to the docirine of a pro-
tective tariff, they are in favor of free trade in

at least one article to which I am maost decided]
oppored. I allude to the traflic in coolie Chi-

pese Jaborers. Kelley himecl! 18 entbuslasi-

troducing coolle labor, as follows: —*‘Even upon
the theory that they are coolies, mere day
laborers, md will compete with onr laboriog
eople, the question would arise, will you not
ve them competing with you here where you
may Americanize them, where you may imbue
them with your notions, where you may show
them the folly of working for lIess than their
labor Is worth, or shall they have your steam
engines, power-loome, spinning jenvles, and all
your other labor-saving apparatus with which
to work in China at the rate of two o ten cents
per dav:"

No, 1 respond, most emphatically. T ask
Judge Kelley what our mechanics, manufactu-
rers, and laboripg men are to subsist upon,
“whilst they are Americanizing these barba-
rians, and imbuing them with their notions, and
showing them the folly of working for less than
their labor is worth?"  During all this time they
are elbowed out of their situastions to make
room for these semi-slaves who are expected to
Jabor at six dollars per month, and our me-
chanice are to live on the air whilst engaged in
the work of teaching these new comers
that they are laboring for too little wages., If
they want our eteam engines, power looms and
epinning jennies in China, let them order them
of our mechanics, who will be glad to furnjsh
them, and we will protect ourselves against their
ten:cent labor by a properly adjusted tariff, the
efficiency of which the Judge seems to have en-
tirely overlooked in his anxiety to make his
argument in favor of the importation of coolies
as strong ns possible.

He also epeaks through kis principal organ,
the I"ress, on July 10, 1569, as follows: —

“Able-bodled Chinamen work in China for ahout
two dollars & month, and are glal to get that, It s
but ralr to suppose that home labor is cheaper.
U'nder the contract2 by which they ara ronght from
China they are to work out their passage money at
four do'lars & mon*h., Allowing the contractor Pty
per cent, more than the employer, he can attord 1o
Enpply us with the best of Nrst-¢iass lahor at six (dol-
lars a month, This Iabor, [t must be remembered,
is tralned, docile, respectful, and fn abundant sup-

. " * * * To this matter we earnestly cail
the attention of intelligence offices nud labor agen-
tles of this city. They have it tn their power to re-
volutionize thelr own business and the soclal life of
the place, and the first man who breaks the ground
will reap the harvest.”

And again, July 23:—

‘‘By the terms of the Chicago platform—the politi-
cal ereed on which Grant was elected, and which he
stands bound under his own land to execute—onr
doors are open to the oppressed of all people, Sarely
the Mongol I8 one of them.

“Koopmanschoop has left for California, but will ba
back again in October to break ground in New York
for the introduction of this most valuable and richly
productive labor, We trost that he will not ba
allowed to depart without giving us an experimental
quota, at least, of his firat cargo, Lot us not be be.
hind New York in obtaining this new labor, which is
simply condepsed wealth, Our mioes, oar pahile
woOrks, our private grounids, our homes are suifering
for just what China offers us fron her tecming pliains,
bnrdened with the surplus population of centurles—
cheap, tralned, docile, and honest labor.”

Was there ever n more insulting nnd flendish
poliey suggested to the poor laboring men of
this countey? Thie labor iz -“trained” and
“docile,” like the spaniel doz, and costs only
tix dollars per month, says the Judge’s organ,
and our Philadelphia laborers and mechanics
are to be brought into competition with it. If
there is a laboring man within the eity of Phila-
delphia who takes the ['ress and does not dis-
continwe it at once on reading this insult to his
manhood, he deserves to be driven from his
place and have it supplied by one of Koopman-
shoop's cargo, as recommended by this aristo-
cratic gheet.

Tre Evening TeELeGarArH, the Judge's other
organ, although not so exhbaustive in its argu-
ment In favor of coolle labor, is eqnally explicit.
In its iseue of July 9, 1870, it says:—*'We have
not eeen any reason why the grates of the Pacific
should not be opened as freelvas those of the
Atlantic,” And again, in the same article, it
EAySi—

“Even if theycome here in large numbers, and
furnish eheap labor in Jarge quantitics, the workmen
who fear their competition will be benetdted by the
reduction in the ¢ost of the necessaries of life, If
they will give ns cheap boots, cheap coal, cheap
bread, cheap fruit, cheap cotion, cheap silk, chea
raliroads, and cheap domestle service, we can wel
afford to sarrender, in whole or part, some forms of
American industry to them, and transfer the labor
and talent now engaged therein to other pursuits.”

From present appearancesthe Pacifle Rallroad
is about tobe made one of the grealesl curses
that conld befal the laboring man of the Atlan-
tic Btates, by being converted into a high road
upon which an immense horde of barbarians
are to be rapldly introduced, demoralizing our
politice and our labor. Oupe of the strongest
arguments ever advanced against American
slavery, except its Intrinsic In,ustice, was its
tendency to depreciate free labor in the free
States, and yet it never succceded in bringiog
“first-class ekilled labor” down to six dollars
per montb, as proposed by Judge Kelley's
Organs.

The futore of the laboring men of Philadel-
shin 18 Indeed a dark and gloomy one. The

udge’s principal organ ‘‘earnestly calls upon
intelligence offices and labor agencies of this
city to supply our mines, public works, our pri-
vate grounds, and our howmes, with this cheap
labor, the most skilful of which can be furnished
by these Chinese agencies for less than six dol-
lars per month."”

This alarming appeal by one of the leading
journals of Philadelphia should be heeded by
our labhoring population before it becomes for-
over too late. Allow Koopmanschoop to sue-
ceed in delivering his October eargo of slaves, or
any part of it, In this ¢ity, and the future may
be easlly geen.

However indisposed ench respectable em-

loyers as Matthew Baird, William Bellers,
ﬁemunt& Dougherty, and others, may be to
employ such labor, and however willlng they
may be to [.;ny thelr men such wages as free
men are entitled to receive, Lthey will be driven
in a very short time, by force of competition,
to employ the cheap labor engaged by other
employers in other cities, and we shall soon see
these mills and shops filled with Chinese
laborers; our parks being graded and our streets
repaired by pig-talls; our miones worked by
Orientale, and our kitchens and sewing rooms
supplied by labor of the same character, to the
exclusion of our own industrious females.

The effect of all this must be to displace our
native-bern and adopled citizens {rom their pre-
sent places of employment, and crowd them
upon other departments of industry, and thas
bring down the wages of labor, as proposed by
the Press, Lo gix dollars per month or less. It
does appear that Judge Kelley and his two or-

ans, in thus desiring to reduce the wages of

abor, and at the same time to retaio the highest
rate of duty on such necessaries of life as coal,
salt, etc., are disregardiul of the interests ol the
poor in thelr extreme apxiety to increase the
wealth and add to the comforts and luxuries of

the rich.

Although Judge Kelley (my competitor), in
his inl.e:lﬁew with the reporier of the Press,
a8 above quoted, argues in favor of the importa-
tion of coolies, and their introduction into oar
workehops, ete,, I am plessed to find, by his
letter to your organization, that (ns in the case
of the income tax) a waterial public senliment
bas caused bim to change his mind, and he now
thinks that the forced introduction of coolle
laborers sheuld be prohibited by law,

This change of opinlon is al ther justi-
fiable, a8 it camnet be assumed thal even
great stateemen are able to anticipate the
changes of a fickle public sentiment.

Heis at the same lime anxious you should
know he ls in favor of the most liberal introdue-
tion of these barbarians by free or ordinary
emigration.

My opposition to the introduction of larg
pumbers of Chinese into this country (uow made

raclicable Wy the construction of rallroads to

be Pacifie) is not as to the wmode of thelr intro-
duction, but as to it effect upon our moral and
political well-belng, nnd upon the Intérests ol
the laboring men of the nation. I am therefore
